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RAILWAY EXTENSION 
FINALLY AGREED UPON 


City Council Approves Recommenda- 


tions of Street iway Superin- 
tendent Taylor—Ext in. to West 
Will be Made Next—Manson and 


Lundy Oppose North Route, 


The street railway extensions for 
this year were. fihally and definitely 
Agreed upon at.thé regilar meeting’ of 
the eity council laét Hight, at which 
all the aldermen were present. The 
report of Street Railway Superintend- 
ent Taylor, recommending the con- 
struction of the line irom &he corner 
‘of Kirkness street éast on Alberta ave. 
to Norton street, and north on Norton 
street to the packing plant, in addi- 
tion to the other extensions already 
Aecided upon, was approved. Ald. 
Gariepy also succeeded in having a 
‘resolution. passed to the ‘eftect that 
the next é@xtension to be made will 
be to-the-West dnd park. The money 
srequired for this extension will be 
raised at the present time and the 
line will be built when deemed advis- 
able, the strept railway superintend- 
ent to select the route. 

The street tailway- extension ques- 
‘tion was introduced by Ald. McInnis 
wud Fraser, moving that. the street 
railway. superintendent’s report be ad- 
opted and that the extension to the 
roking plant be made by way of Al- 
berta avenue and Norn street, 

Ald. Lundy opposed this, favoring 
\: south route along Jasper avenue 
extension, He claimed that by the 
north route the revenue would only 
be deriv from the packing plant 
and the few peaple who are at present 
living eaat of the Kirkness street linc. 
This routé would coct $33,000. Supt. 
Taylor had stated that this line 
would not serve the East End park, 
and that it was not intended that it 
should do so, as a dotble track would 
be wecessiry to serve the park. 

In favor of the south route to the 
packing plont Ald, Lundy pointed out 
that this wonld give a*short service 
to the park. The revenue of this line 
would be much greater as in addition 
to the packing plant’ Susiness it would 
get all the park traffic, the coal mine 
traffic, the passenger trafiic from all 
east of Syndicate avenue, and on 
Fraser’s flats. In addition to this 
the city would be guarahteed $100 per 
day freight from the coal mines, This 
line would cost $55,700, of whieh $50,- 
700 was for railway construction and 
$5,000 for bridges. 

“Two hundred and twenty-three 
names,”’ Said Ald. Lundy, “représent- 
ing nearly all the business firms and 
many of the leading ratepayers, have 
been received, asking that the south 
route be adopted. Nearly all the ald- 
ermen pledged themselves to improve 
the parks, and in the face of these 
pledges the majority of the aldermen 
vote for the north gorite. Wher it is 

te park next year 
by the south route I do not see how 
it is good business to construct the 
north route this year, and a double 
dead “head to the park next 
year.

"West End Extension Next. 

Ald. Gariepy, who had earlier in 
the year favored an extension of the 
ilne to the West End City park, in- 
troduced this idea again last evening 
and by some neat manipulating suc- 
eeeded in earrying his proposal, al- 
though in so doing he nearly caused 
a split between the East and West 
end aldermen. He proposed that the 
next extension of the etreet railway 
should be from the corner of Eighth 
and Vermilion west to a point on 
Park street, north to Albany and west 
to the West End City pagtk. The 
money for this extension should be 
raised at the same time as for the oth- 
ers, but the line not built until 
the others were completed. 

With his finger on the pulse of the 
council Ald. Gariepy was quick to see 
that this did not appeal to the alder- 
men so he chinged his ground slightly.

The contract for the supply of 8,009 
barrels of cement for city ase was let 
by the city council to the firm of Gor- 
man, Clancey & Grindley for Alberta 
Portland cement fot $3.15 per barrel, 
Kleven tenders were received, that of 
the Exshaw Cement Co. and Gorman, 
Clancey and Grindley being at the 
same figure.

and under similar conditions as Ed- 
monton. This data to cover, if pos- 
sible, information as to’ whether the 
rates charged in these cities show a 
surplus or not on the money invest- 
ed, and any other general information 
bearing on this subject.

Under the, tentative plan, Leth- 
bridge is billed to have a separate 
seat in the Legislature. This is to 
include Stafford, mining suburb 


across the river from the main town, 
which brings the total population of 
the city over seven thousand Ed- 
tholton and Caigary are each to have 
two seats. 

The charges recommended 
of the constituencies are as follows: 
Lethbridge district will include all 
the old constituency of Lethbridge 
outside of the city. 

Cardston will remain 

Pincher Creek is divided, 
give the coal country west of Cowley 
a separate seat, under the name of 
Crow's Nest 

Medicine Hat constituency is divid- 
ed so as to give a new district under 
the name of Beresford.
